EIS unveils partnership with Bellarmine University

Tuesday morning, Eminence 
Independent Schools revealed a 
project they said was two years 
in the making. 

Eminence High School 
juniors and seniors will soon 
have the opportunity to take 
college courses at Bellarmine 
College for free. 

Juniors and seniors with 
qualifying ACT scores in math, 
English, reading and science 
can earn a dual high school and 
college credit while attending 
classes at Bellarmine’s campus. 

Tuesday, EIS Superintendent 
Buddy Berry revealed a brain¬ 
storming project he and 
Instructional Supervisor of 
Eminence Independent Schools 
Thom Coffee started on a nap¬ 
kin. 

“We had the attitude of c Why 
can’t we do this?”’ Coffee said. 
“It could take years to make 


something like this happen, but 
we came to them (Bellarmine) 
and pitched the idea to the 
provost.” 

EIS juniors will able to take 
up 13 credit hours and 16 hours 
their senior year —accumulat¬ 
ing 29 hours of college credit in 
two years. The district will have 
a course schedule similar to 
most universities. Students will 
attend core classes at school on 
Monday, Wednesday and Friday. 
Students will attend classes 
on the university’s campus on 
Tuesdays and Thursdays. 

Students also will be assigned 
to a teacher to monitor their 
progress, set learning goals and 
schedule instruction if needed. 
Students will have the oppor¬ 
tunity to participate in the col¬ 
lege’s clubs and student organi¬ 
zations during a “free period” 
Bellarmine has on Tuesdays and 
Thursdays. Bellarmine will also

Fiscal Court 
considers 
$5.8m budget

With a few relatively minor changes, 
the Henry County Fiscal Court has 
approved the first reading of the 2012- 
2013 county budget. 

One key change for the county will 
be a continuing decline in revenue for 
EMS. 

Henry County Judge Executive 
John Logan Brent told the court that 
EMS revenue is down about $250,000 
from where it was in the past. Three 
years ago, he said, revenue was over 
$600,000 just for EMS, thanks primar¬ 
ily to non-emergency transports. 

As the economy worsened, the num-

Lack of 
manpower 
key in N.C. 
ordinance

As the mercury rises, so does 
the need to do lawn care and 
enforce city ordinances for those 
that don’t. 

In April, the New Casde City 
Commission held first reading 
of an ordinance creating a cita¬ 
tion officer position during its 
last meeting to enforce such city 
ordinances. As the commission 
looks into the position, it also 
will consider solutions from other 
cities. 

“So far we have enforced ordi¬ 


nances by sending out certified let¬ 
ters to violators,” Campbellsburg 
Mayor Rex Morgan said. “We 
have cut a property owner’s grass 
and billed them by the hour for it. 
When it comes to faulty structure 
issues, as long as they (the cited 
party) contact me with a plan of 
action we will work them.” 

The city of New Castle doesn’t 
have the manpower to enforce 
city ordinances. In the past, New 
Castle City Clerk Lynn Adams 
would do investigative work to 
contact responsible parties for 
properties in foreclosure that are 
neglected or New Castle’s Public 


Works Director, Scot Treece 
would handle violations. 

The commission proposes to 
budget the position from the 
general fund. The position would 
require three to five hours a week 
during the spring, summer and 
late fall with a maximum of 15 
hours a month on a contrac¬ 
tual basis. The position would 
not make arrests or need to carry 
a firearm. 

Some communities, like 
Campbellsburg, don’t have a 
citation officer. According to 
Attorney Bill Brammell who serves 
as city attorney for Eminence, 


Pleasureville and Smithfield, 
enforcement varies from city to 
city. 

“Every community tries to go 
about enforcing without initially 
giving a citation, but asks for 
voluntary compliance,” Brammell 
said. “ In Pleasureville, either the 
mayor or I will file a complaint 
with the county attorney if com¬ 
pliance becomes an issue.” 

Brammell said in the past 
Eminence had a citation officer, 
but now the duty falls to existing 
city personnel.

students, which is approxi¬ 
mately 90 percent of EIS 
students. 

“We are a small school 
and some would think 
what kind of audacity do 
we (EIS) have approach¬ 
ing Bellarmine with this 
idea,” Berry said. “But we 
saw Bellarmine as similar 
in size to Eminence. Our 
boat is so small we can 
turn it fast.” 

Berry said the program 
will provide an opportu¬ 
nity for teachers to spend 
more time with students in 
the class room that don’t 
participate on Tuesdays 
and Thursday when the 
class size decreases. 

“If a student needs help 
in a certain subject they 
will be able to get more 
one-on-one time with the 
teacher. Ultimately it’s 
a win-win for the whole 
school,” Berry said. 

Berry tried to anticipate 
parents’ concerns when 
designing the program: 
The school will not lose 
any funding as it can have 
off-campus learning for 
students, the school will 
pack lunches at the school 
or work out an arrange¬ 
ment with Bellarmine for 
those that receive a free 
or reduced lunch, students 
will not be allowed to drive 
themselves to the program 
and students will not lose 
class time in transit to the 
college campus. 

“We will put a Macbook 
Pro in the hands of every 
student on the bus,” Berry 
said. “We have equipped 
the bus with a Wi-Fi hot¬ 
spot and they will be able 
to work on homework 
assignments.” 

Bellarmine is giving EIS 
student classes at $100 per 
hour. Bellarmine classes 
usually cost $755 per hour. 
Full-time tuition for under¬ 
graduates cost $15,995 
per semester. Berry said 
he expects 30 students to 
participate the first year 
and tuition costs would

acres, but the KY 146 
reconstruction project will 
go through the house her 
children have called home 
for the last 31 years. 

Crawford first heard 
about the reconstruction 
project in October 2011. 

“I was out one Sunday 
and I saw a vehicle leave 
my driveway,” Crawford 
said. cc The following 
Wednesday I found a note 
in my door about the 
meeting.” 

Crawford attended the 
KY 146 reconstruction 
meeting at New Castle 
Elementary School. It was 
there she first found out at 
the meeting after looking 
through the surveys that 
she was going to lose her 
house. 

The Kentucky 

Department of 

Transportation and the 
engineering firm GRW 
had project engineers on 
hand to answer questions 
and concerns from attend¬ 
ees. 

Crawford had many 
questions. 

“I don’t think that guy 
John really knew or didn’t 
think I would be affected 
with the 30 feet he sur¬ 
veyed,” Crawford said. 
“Thirty feet is in my living 
room.” 

All the alternate plans for 
the reconstruction path of 
KY 146 will put Crawford’s 
house in the path of the 
new road, according to 
Senior Highway Designer 
John Slugantz. 

“It will take her house 
no matter how we sur¬ 
veyed it,” Slugantz said. 
“She has land left over so 
one option is to move her 
house. You can’t always 
move someone’s house 
but the other option is to 
pay for her to build a new 
one.” 

Crawford said it took 
a lot of blood, sweat and 
tears over seven years to 


build the house her two 
children have called home 
and that is why it is so pre¬ 
cious to her. Her late hus¬ 
band was a wood worker 
and together they made 
the cabinets, wooden 
trim and the vanity in her 
home. 

“The shock of someone 
telling you, ‘Ma’am, I am 
sorry you are going to 
lose your house’, made 
me opposed to it at first,” 
Crawford said. “The 
memories we had, they are 
not going away. He (Mr. 
Crawford) is still with us 
today and forever. What 
we had and what we will 
have will always be there. 
It’s just a curve God and 
life has put in front of 
us.” 

The 1,700 square foot 
house is too big for her 
now, Crawford said. She 
doesn’t need that much 
space anymore and plans 


to possibly rebuild on her 
property. 

Crawford’s property is 
one of many that will be 
affected by reconstruc¬ 
tion. 

Out of the prelimi¬ 
nary right of way sum¬ 
mary from the Kentucky 
Transportation Cabinet, 
the amount of acreage to 
be bought varies. Plan No. 
1 will acquire 69.83 acres, 
plan No. 2 will acquire the 
most with 104.08 acres 
and plan No. 3 will acquire 
68.85. Under all three 
plans at least 170 parcels 
of land will be affected. 

Terry Baxter’s proper¬ 
ty is near Fallen Timber 
Road and KY 146. Under 
plan No. 1, she will lose 
between 1- 1.65 acres and 
could lose up to 4.13 acres 
under plan No. 2. She 
spoke with engineers at 
the meeting and said a 
temporary fence would be 


put up to replace the exist¬ 
ing fence for her livestock. 

“If it works for the com¬ 
munity and two or three 
lives are saved then it’s fine 
with me,” Baxter said. 

Some attendees didn’t 
like losing 10 to 20 feet 
of property and had tense 
conversations with project 
engineers at the meeting. 

Overall, fatalities and 
safety continue to be the 
greatest interests amongst 
residents living near KY 
146. 

Henry County Sheriff 
Danny Cravens said KY 
146 allows no room for 
error in some spots and 
more sophisticated build¬ 
ing techniques will help. 

“When you are driving 
there is a certain amount 
of force that can cause your 
vehicle to pull away from 
the roadway when you 
hit some of the dips and 
curves on 146,” Cravens 


said. “They can design the 
road better now instead of 
just adding more shoulder. 
The road will be more 
level and lower the rate of 
deterioration.” 

According to Greg 
Gabbard, of GRW 
Engineers, the exact date 
for construction hasn’t 
been set. To get federal 
funding, the project must 
meet guidelines set by the 
National Environmental 
Protection Act. Initial 
environmental studies have 
begun and the remain¬ 
ing studies began after 
the meeting. Archaeology 
studies, air quality and 
hazardous materials stud¬ 
ies still need to be com¬ 
pleted. 

“The environmental 
investigations could eas¬ 
ily take up to a year,” 
Gabbard said. “The offi¬ 
cial report document will 
need to be produced after 


the studies. We don’t see 
any problems in our pre¬ 
liminary study, but you 
never know. We have proj¬ 
ects sit in this office for 20 
years.” 

The Kentucky 

Transportation Cabinet 
Project Manager Keith 
Downs expects the deci¬ 
sion for a preferred route 
will happen in the fall. 

“The cabinet plans to 
have one more meeting 
with the advisory commit¬ 
tee and public officials to 
present the environment 
findings and feedback from 
the first public meeting to 
help arrive at a preferred 
alternate before presenting 
that decision to the com¬ 
munity with the second 
public meeting,” Downs 
said. “The second public 
meeting could possibly be 
in the fall or winter.” 

According to Downs, 
right-of-way acquisition is 
handled by the cabinet’s 
staff located in the District 
Office that serves Henry 
County or by a consultant 
hired by the cabinet. 

“The final design phase 
will be the next the step 
dependent on funding 
authorization,” Downs 
said. “Submittal of right- 
of-way plans is included in 
this phase. Funding for the 
right-of-way phase has to 
be authorized before the 
right-of-way process will 
begin.” 

When it comes to noti¬ 
fying residents of property 
acquisition, Downs cau¬ 
tions residents with the 
process. 

“At this point every¬ 
thing is preliminary. This 
project is special in that 
right now we have all the 
money in line and it’s being 
moved along. Until we are 
in the acquisition phase, 
we try to not upset people 
by telling them they are 
going to lose their house 
without knowing what will 
happen.”

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“Within our public works 
in Eminence, there are 
enough employees for the 
manpower to absorb the 
duty of ordinance enforce¬ 
ment,” Brammell said. “Tim 
Fitzgerald (city maintenance 
employee) will get assistant 
with law enforcement if he 
needs to.” 

Since the temperature sta¬ 
bilized around 70 degrees 
with frequent bouts of rain 
in the last week, the com¬ 
plaints and violations con¬ 
tinue to pile up according 
to Eminence Mayor Drane 
Stephens at the Eminence 
City Council meeting on 
Monday. 

“I had public works 
guys drive around and they 
brought back a long list of 
lawns in violation,” Stephens 
said.

The Council said some of the 
greatest challenges were on 
abandoned properties, where 
the challenge is ascertaining 
ownership and contacting, in 
the case of a foreclosed prop¬ 
erty, the proper mortgage 
company representatives. 

The New Castle City 
Commission will meet again 
on May 7. 

Attempts to contact 
New Castle Mayor Denny 
Benham for comment were 
unsuccessful.

“Through three quar¬ 
ters, we have $392,000,” 
Brent told the magistrates 
in a special meeting to 
review the budget. “We’re 
going to be $250,000 shy 
of where we were years 
ago, while our expenses are 
up $10,000-$15,000.” 

Brent cautioned the 
magistrates who are on 
the EMS committee to 
consider that as they look 
to find a replacement 
for EMS Director Scott 
McClamroch, who submit¬ 
ted his resignation earlier 
this year. 

Finding someone who 
will work to increase those 
non emergency transports, 
he said, is critical. “Property 
taxes being flat hurts; bank 
taxes being down $10,000 
hurts,” Brent said. “But 
you get $250,000, you 
can’t make that up.” 

Brent said that even an 
occupational tax of one 
percent, which he stressed 
he was not advocating, 
wouldn’t cover the differ¬ 
ence in EMS revenue. 

“I hope... that we can 
turn this ship around and 
that we can get some trans¬ 
ports,” he said.

them, this is a No. 1 prior¬ 
ity. .. to try to market us for 
these transports. 

Regarding the EMS 
director’s salary, Brent 
allocated $33,300 for the 
position, which EMS com¬ 
mittee member Magistrate 
Scott Bates felt might be 
too low. “I hope we can 
(hire someone at that sal¬ 
ary), but that may be push¬ 
ing it,” he said. 

The magistrates agreed 
to increase the budget line 
to $35,000, and Bates said 
“we won’t go no more 
than we have to.” 

In all, the proposed bud¬ 
get was one with relative¬ 
ly few changes from the 
2011-2012 budget, and 
the court recommended 
few changes. 

One change was to 
increase the sheriff depart¬ 
ment’s salaries by $15,000 
to allot for extra time spent 
patrolling in Pleasureville. 

Brent had budgeted 
$305,000 for the salaries, 
which was then increased 
to $320,000. 

The court also rec¬ 
ommended returning a 
line item for fair ground 
improvements to $5,000, 
as it had been in the last 
budget. Brent originally 
put $3,000 in the budget 
for improvements. 

The court will consider 
the second reading at its 
regular meeting on May 
17.

100 acres 

200 Years Ago 

On May 5, 1812,

chased 100 acres of land 
from Jonathan Reed for 
$200. This land was part 
of Charles M. Thurston’s 
4,000-acre survey on 
the waters of the Little 
Kentucky River.

Home, ‘Sweet Home’

Defoe, once known as 
‘Sweet Home,’ had four 
grocery stores, a post office 
and two blacksmith shops. 

The idyllic town was 
formed on part of the Low 
Dutch Tract originally pur¬ 
chased by Dutch settlers 
looking to preserve their 
language, culture and reli¬ 
gion without English influ¬ 
ence. 

The town’s legacy has 
been recorded much like 
family history: with per¬ 
sonal recollections and 
affection. Three sources, 
two from the past and 
one from the present gave 
insight into a town left 
behind in the path of mod¬ 
ern progress. 

An account written by 
Mary Lee Truman in 1951 
states that a Mrs. LeCompte 
purchased land from the 
Demaree family in 1836. 
Her son Lige LeCompte 
cleared a strip of land later 
to be called ‘Lige’s Sweet 
Home’ where question¬ 
able behavior and amuse¬ 
ments took place. Truman 
wrote that at Lige’s Sweet 
Home men gathered to 
pitch horseshoes, there 
was every known form 
of gambling and saloons 
where liquor ‘flowed free¬ 
ly’. Wives would find their 
missing husbands at Lige’s 
Sweet Home. 

Progressing past the pio¬ 
neer days, Lige’s name was 
dropped from the title and 
the town was known just as 
Sweet Home. 

In an account written 
by Barbara Wells some¬ 
time after 1993, Defoe was 
known as Sweet Home for 
25 years before changing 
its name. In the pioneer 
days, a woman was asked 
where her son Lige was 
and she always respond 
with “Up at his home, 
sweet home.” According 
to Wells, this was a meet¬ 
ing place where neighbors 
would congregate to play 
games and share stories. 

In both Wells’ and 
Truman’s account, the 
town had to change its 
name in 1886 when the 
turnpike, which later 
became part of U.S. 421, 
was built. The town until 
then received its mail from 
Pleasureville and residents 
had to depend on someone 
bringing it from there or 
making the trip themselves. 
John O. Demaree drafted 


a petition signed by resi¬ 
dents requesting daily mail 
service. The residents of 
Defoe had to pick another 
name as there was another 
town named Sweet Home 
in Kentucky. According to 
Truman, the honor was 
given to a Tom Sheehan 
who was fond of Defoe as 
a name after reading the 
book “Daniel Defoe.” It 
is unclear if Truman may 
have meant Sheehan had 
read one of the author 
Daniel Defoe’s books such 
as “Robinson Crusoe”. 

The first post office 
was located in a grocery 
store owned by Wess Hall. 
According to Truman, John 
Demaree shared the story 
of the post office’s first 
working day. Demaree was 
present when Hall accept¬ 
ed the duties as postmaster 
without knowledge of laws 
and regulations for mail. 
“...He (Hall) dumped the 
mail into a zinc tub and 
told the boys to come and 
get it.” Demaree described 
an excited crowd that 
enthusiastically grabbed 
for mail that might belong 
to them. 

Much like the town’s 
name, the Christian church 
at one time had a different 
name. It was a Methodist 
Church. In Truman’s 
account, she states that the 
congregation couldn’t pay 
for the church and sold it 
to the Christian denomi¬ 
nation. In Wells’ account, 
the church was built in 
1889 and the Christian 
denomination bought the 
lot and building from Wes 
Hall about 10 years later. 

Despite the origins of 
Defoe’s name or its church, 


it is still considered Sweet 
Home by Carl Rucker. 

When Carl Rucker was in 
the third grade, the Henry 
County School Board paid 
him $2 a month to build 
fires in the two potbelly 
stoves at Defoe’s school- 
house. 

“We had first through 
the sixth grade there. They 
put the first three grades 
in one room and the older 
kids in the other,” Rucker 
said. “There was a rumor 
the fire that burned down 
the school was set but 
nothing else was found out 
about it.” 

In 1948, Defoe didn’t 
rebuild the schoolhouse 
and children had to attend 
school in Pleasureville. 
Going to such a bigger 
town was quite a big change 
for children from Defoe, 
according to Rucker. 

“We lived a pretty iso¬ 
lated life up until then,” 
Rucker said. “I thought 
I had gone to a big town 
compared to where we, the 
children, knew each other 
so well. We didn’t know 
hardly anyone.” 

Rucker, like most resi¬ 
dents, worked on the farm 
with his father who was a 
sharecropper. He chopped 
tobacco, suckered tobacco 
and help milk cows. As a 
teenager, if he wasn’t work¬ 
ing on the farm with his 
dad he worked with other 
farmers housing tobacco 
or any other odd job he 
could help them with. He 
made up to $5 a day. 

“The farmers would 
come in from the fields 
and would gather at the 
grocery store. They would 
listen to the UK games on 


the radio, play rook and 
pedro,” Rucker said. “Mr. 
O’Nan had one of the first 
TVs in Defoe. He had a 
large empty room in the 
upstairs of his store where 
he put the television. Large 
groups of people would 
gather in there and he 
would make us stand at 
one side for fear the beams 
wouldn’t support the 
weight.” 

Rucker remembers when 
Jerome Anderson bought 
the first telephone in 
Defoe. Anderson sold half¬ 
pints of ice cream for 15 
cents at the two-story gro¬ 
cery store that still stands 
in the curve across from his 
brother Jim‘s grocery store 
on Defoe Lane. 

Like many children 
growing up on a farm, 
Rucker couldn’t wait to get 
away from the farm, but he 
has no regrets of growing 
up in a small town. 

“The most important 
thing I would want people 
to know about Defoe is 
the friendliness and car¬ 
ing everyone had for each 
other,” Rucker said. “You 
will never find that today 
in a large town.” 

Defoe in its early days 
may have stopped growing 
with the times failing to 
match progress with ambi¬ 
tious steps of commerce 
and opportunity. The name 
has changed, its four stores 
and blacksmith shops have 
closed, but it is still consid¬ 
ered to be ‘Sweet Home’ 
by some.

As the end of the 
school year approaches, 
many people are looking 
forward to a family vaca¬ 
tion. They offer a time to 
rest, rejuvenate and spend 
quality time together. 
However, increasing prices 
for gasoline, airfare, lodg¬ 
ing and entertainment may 
make this year’s summer 
getaway more difficult. 
Instead of cancelling, there 
are several ways to trim 
the travel budget. 

Reduce the number 
of days of your trip. 
Depending on your desti¬ 
nation, reducing the trip 
from seven to five days 
could save several hun¬ 
dred dollars in lodging, 
food and entertainment 
expenses. If you have not 
yet selected your destina¬ 
tion, consider off-peak 
locations. For example, 
ski lodges tend to offer 
great summer deals. You 
won’t be able to hit the 
ski slopes, but you can

With the coming of 
planting season, we see an 
increased amount of farm 
equipment sharing our 
roads and highways. The 
following was written by 
my counterpart in Gallatin 
County, David Hull, and 
appeared in their paper a 
couple of weeks back. The 
message is appropriate for 
us, too. 

“Farmers are special in 
many ways, but one way 
they’re just like everybody 
else is that they have a job 
to get to; and like you, 
their workplace isn’t always 
right next to where they 
live, so they have to use 
our public roads to move 
equipment from one field 
to the next. This move¬ 
ment of equipment can 
sometimes cause slight 
delays on the roadways. 


Local drivers should 
remember that farm¬ 
ers have a right to be on 
the road too. And even 
though they often try to 
move equipment at a time 
that least affects commut¬ 
ers, they don’t always have 
that luxury. 

So please remember to 
be watchful, courteous, and 
patient when driving this 
time of year. Remember, 
if you complain about a 
slow-moving tractor on the 
roadways, don’t do it with

last week, so with good 
weather later this week, 
folks with plants ready will 
be heading for the fields. 

Harvest of hay has been 
somewhat sporadic, with 
threats of rain keeping 
harvest decisions on a back 
burner. However, the 
early spring has pushed our 
forage plants to maturity 
quicker than normal so 
alfalfa and many grass hay 
fields should be cut and 
harvested soon for best 
quality. Remember that 
once a plant reaches the 
heading stage for grass, or 
the bud/bloom stage for 
legumes, nearly all growth 
and tonnage increase in the 
hay field is because of an 
increase in the fiber portion 
of the plant. The energy 
and protein components 
are already maxed out, so 
the addition of fiber and 
cellulose just lowers the 
percentages of beneficial 
nutrients and also lowers 
the total digestibility of the 
hay or pasture. 

Emerald ash borers 
emerging 

The first case of emerald 
ash borers emerging this 
spring was found the week 
of April 16 in Jefferson 
County. Since the bor¬ 
ers do not emerge all at 
once, owners of ash trees 
need to watch for signs of 
the pest during the next 
three to four weeks, says 
Dr. Lee Townsend, UK 
Entomologist. The borer’s 
emergence is almost three 
weeks ahead of normal due 
to the mild winter and a 
very warm March. 

A small, dark-green 
metallic beetle, the emer¬ 
ald ash borer attacks all 
species of ash trees. The 
larvae burrow into the tree 
to feed beneath the bark, 
destroying the tree’s abil¬ 
ity to transport water and 
nutrients to its canopy. This 
can cause die-back of the 
top of the canopy within a 
year or two and ultimately 
kill the tree. 

Once adults emerge from 
the trees, they immediately 
fly up to the topmost leaves 
to get direct sunlight and 
feed on the foliage for 
about a week. Mating and 
egg-laying will begin about 
two weeks later. Adults will 
be active through June. 

Owners of ash trees may 
find it difficult to spot the 
borers because of their 
size and preference for the 
topmost foliage, but they 
can find evidence of the 
insect by inspecting their 
ash trees for any D-shaped 
holes in the bark. The adult 
borers make these holes 
when exiting the tree in the 
spring. Owners of ash trees 
can also look for uneven 
notches on the edges of the 
tree’s leaves as a sign that 
the insect has been feeding 
on them. 

Those who suspect 
they have an emerald ash 
borer infestation should 
contact the Henry County 
Extension Office at 845- 
2811 so we can make sure 
other proper offices are 
notified.

Conservation district 
cost share program 
announced 

The Henry County 
Conservation District will 
accept requests for cost 
share funding under the 
Kentucky Soil Erosion 
and Water Quality Cost 
Share and Environmental 
Stewardship Program from 
May 14 to June 15. 

The two programs were 
created to help agricultur¬ 
al operations protect soil 
and water, and were estab¬ 
lished by the Kentucky 
General Assembly in the 
1994 and 2000. Over 17 
years, about $120 mil¬ 
lion has been approved 
to plan, design and install 
best management practices 
on about 14,200 farms to 
protect soil resources and 


water quality. 

These annual cost share 
funds are administered by 
conservation districts with 
priority given to animal 
waste related problems 
and agricultural district 
participants where pollu¬ 
tion problems have been 
identified. Initial funding 
for the program will be 
provided by the Kentucky 
Department of Agriculture 
and now also utilizes the 
Tobacco Master Settlement 
Agreement Funds.

The Henry County

Any taxpayer desiring to appeal an assessment on real property made by the PVA must first request a conference 
with the PVA or a designated deputy. The conference may be held prior to or during the inspection period. 

Any taxpayer still aggrieved by an assessment on real property, after the conference with the PVA or designated 
deputy, may appeal to the county board of assessment appeals. 

The taxpayer can appeal his assessment by filing in person or sending a letter or other written petition stating the 
reasons for appeal, identifying the property and stating the taxpayer’s opinion of the fair cash value of the property. 

The appeal must be filed with the county clerk’s office no later than one work day following the conclusion of the 
inspection period. 

A taxpayer failing to appeal to the county board of assessment appeals, or failing to appear before the board, cither 
in person or by designated representative, will not be eligible to appeal directly to the Kentucky Board of Tax 
Appeals. 

Appeals of personal property assessments shall not be made to the county board of assessment appeals. Personal 
property taxpayers shall be served notice under the provisions of KRS 132.450(4) and shall hove (he protest and 
appeal rights granted under (he provisions of KRS 131,110. 

The following steps should be taken when a taxpayer does not agree with the assessed value of personal property as 
determined by the property valuation administrator. 

(1) He must list under protest (far certification) what he believes to be tire fair cash value of his property. 

(2) He must file a written protest directly with the Department of Revenue, Office of Property Valuation within

(3) This protest must be in accordance with KRS 131.110

The Eminence Independent and Henry County School District have an ongoing “Child Find” system, which is 
designed to locate, identify and evaluate any child residing in a home, facility, or residence within its geographical 
boundaries, age three (3) to twenty-one (21) years, who may have a disability and be in need of Special Education 
or 504 services. This includes children who are not in school; those who are in public, private, or home school; 
those who are highly mobile such as children who are migrant or homeless; and those who are advancing from 
grade to grade, who may need but are not receiving Special Education or 504 services. 

The districts’ “Child Find” system includes children with disabilities attending private or home schools within 
the school district boundaries who may need special education services. 

The Eminence Independent and Henry County School District will make sure any child enrolled in its district 
who qualifies for Special Education or 504 services, regardless of how severe the disability, is provided appropriate 
Special Education or 504 services at no cost to the parents of the child. 

Parents, relatives, public and private agency employees, and concerned citizens are urged to help the Emi¬ 
nence Independent and Henry County School District find any child who may have a disability and need Special 
Education or 504 services. The District needs to know the name and age, or date of birth of the child; the name, 
address, and phone number(s) of the parents or guardian; the possible disability; and other information to deter¬ 
mine if Special Education or 504 services are needed.

The Eminence Independent and Henry County School District may retain, for an indefinite period of time, a record 
of the student’s name, address, telephone number, grades, attendance records, classes attended, grade level 
completed, and year completed. 

Children eligible for Special Education include those children with disabilities who have autism, deaf-blindness, 
developmental delay, emotional-behavior disability, hearing impairment, mental disability, multiple disabilities, ortho¬ 
pedic impairment, other health impairment, specific learning disability, speech or language impairment, traumatic 
brain injury, or visual impairment and who because of such an impairment need Special Education services. 

Children eligible for 504 services include those children who have a current physical or mental impairment 
that currently substantially limits some major life activity which causes the student’s ability to access the school 
environment or school activities to be substantially limited.
